For the Caſtle of Wincheſter: we began our batteries upon Saturday 
morning, which wrought ſocA.& ally; thata breach (wherein 3o. men 
might goa breaſt) was made: The enemy failyed out,and beat us off from 
our gunnes Which were ſoon recovered againe, we plaid then with our 
Granadocs from our Morter peeces, With the beft cffcR that I have ſeere, 
which broake down the Maz:.ſfton houſe in many places, cutt off a Com- 
m:fary of theirs by the thighs,the moſt aultere and wretched inſtrurmcne 
in thac Connery; and ar lalt blew up their flagg <t defiance inco the ayre, 
aad tozrre the pinacle in peeces upon which it ſtoed, 

Summons being ſent as we encred upon this work,was refuſed by the 
L,Ogle their Governorzand another ſummons. God ſent them in the mid-- 
dlcof our batteric; his Lady ( co whom our Lievcenant Generall had gi- 
ven leave to cem: forthgand had gone foie miles ont of the town dyed: 
by whom the Governour had during her life, one thouſand pounds a 
year with ker, loſt by her death. 

The chicfeſt ſtreet of the town the enemy playd upon: whereby divers 
paſſengers wer wouuded, and tome Killed, in which ſtreet my quarters 
being; I have that caule to blefle God for my preſervation. 

The Lords day we ſpent in preaatung and prayer, Whilelt our gunners 


were battering, and a. 8. a clock ar night we received a lecter from the 


Governour for a ireaty, Which I have brought with me.

I was forthwith ſent into the Caſtle to take a view of it before my de- 


parture, where I found.a peece of gropmd improved to the beſt advan-. 


tage, for when we had cntred by our batterie we had 6. diſtin works, 
and a draw bridge to'paſle through ; ſo that it was doubtlcfle a very 
ſtrong piece, very well viRtaalled, as appears by this notegwhich 1 crave 
leave to reade.

' Your recruits are ſo chargeable in their bringing to the Army, that with 


halfe the mony our cflicers would rectuite themſelves. And were this 


Army recruited to your firſt intention of 21000. not only England , bur 
I hope Ireland would foon reap the fruits of their labours, 

The Jaſt thing I take boldnefſs te commend to this Honourab!e 
Houſe is, that the Garriſons wee take in, may bee for God, this 
Honourable Honſe , and the whole Kingdome , my meaning is, 
that forthwith fome conrſe may be raken, for the many ignorauc and 
heatheniſh ſeules in and abeur rhe places aforeſaid. This city 1s glut 
red, the contry is famiſhed; we are quarrelling hcre about the covering 
of the houſe, the foundations whereof are not yer laid in the countr:y, 
In this Iamthe bolder, becauſe of the cryes of the people to me in the 
places where have been; and ſome of Wincheſter at my departure cry- 
i1cg for help with chem of Macedonia.

we 
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we may pitch upoh ſome meanes , both for the eff-Ring of chat, atrd th2 
preſervation of this place, And that I my receive your letter with all 
conveniency, I deſire thacneirher Otfcer-or Souldier of your party may 
come off their Guards, and I ſhall rake rhe like courſe with mine.

Articles agreed upen rhe 5 of October, 1645. between the Rizht 
Honourable William Viſcount Ogle, Governour of the Garriſon of 
the Caſtle of Winton of the one part, and Coloncll R »bert Him- 
mord, axd Ma or Thomas Huriſon 0 the Lebalfe of Lieutenant 
Generail Oliver Cromwell of the other party; for the ſurrender of 
the ſtd C aftle. 


I. Thar the Lord 9gle ſhall deliver up the Cafile of Wincheſter, wich 
all the Armes, Ordnance, Ammunition, Proviſion, and all Function of 
Warre whatſoever therein, without any imbeazclment walt or ſpoyle, 
unto that Officer or Qticers as ſhall be ehercunto appointed by the ſaid 
Licvtenant Generall, ro morrow being Monday the 6 of Octob. by 3 of 
the clock, after noon. 

2. That the ſaid Lord Ogle hill have his own colonrs , and one hun: 
dred fixt Armes for his Guard , ard ene kundred men to carty them. 

3- That the Lord Ogle and all th- Officers in Commiſſion, ſhall tnarch 
out of the {aid Caſtle with their own horſe and arms, and their own pro- 
per goods, unto Woodſtock,thither they Shall be ſafely convoyed. 

4. That therc ſhall beallowed co the Lord Ogle and his Officers, fix 
Carriages for tranſporting of their goods aforeſaid. 

5, That all Othcers, Genrlemen,Clergv-men,and Inhabicants of the 
city of Wincheſter, andall Officers wi:i.in the Guards (&efiring it) may 
= at their own time free fro.n all violence an4 injury of the Parliaments 

orces. 

6. That the Lord Ogle ſhall give ſafficient HoRtages for the perfor- 
mance of the Aricles here cenftiruted on their part ro be performed alſo 
tor the lafe return of the Convoy. |
